CENSORSHIP 
S 
OME persons take the ground 
that people should be at lib­ 
erty to produce any kind of a mag­ 
azine, book, or play, without any 
censorship whatever. They feel that 
these rights are essential to the 
liberty of free speech. They are 
fearful that if the government is 
given the power to interfere with 
any kind of publication on account 
of its indecency or revolutionary 
character, 
soon the government 
will be interfering with any form 
of criticism of itself, so that it 
will be impossible to accomplish 
reforms. 
It is difficult to draw the line 
which would exclude publications 
and performances of an indecent 
and revolutionary character, and 
at the same time 
preserve the 
right to make legitimate criticism 
of the acts of public officials. 
If there was no censorship what­ 
ever of printed material and en­ 
tertainment performances, there is 
no limit# to the vulgarity of which 
many people would be guilty. The 
printing presses would be flooded 
with dirt, many theatrical perform­ 
ances would be of the same course 
character, and the minds of the 
young people would be contami­ 
nated by the lowest forms of ap­ 
peal. Such a toleration of abuses 
would injure our moral standards 
and family life. 
Also the country would be full of 
revolutionary agitation. The emis­ 
saries of countries 
like 
Russia 
would be boring into our labor or­ 
ganizations and creating industrial 
disturbances. There are limits be­ 
yond which the right of free speech 
can not be permitted to go. 
Yet we must sacredly preserve 
the right of legitimate criticism.
